In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant elects Group I. This election is 
made with traverse. Group VI should be examined together with Group I. 

In response to the Election of Species, Applicant elects the compound of Example 736 
having the following formula: 



The claims readable on the elected species are Claims 1-5, 15-17, 20-23, 32, 33, 
and 44-47.

Applicant asserts that Group VI should be examined together with Group I for the 
following reasons: 

(1) The compound of Group VI represented by the formula (II) is an immediate 
precursor of the compound of Group I; and 

(2) The compounds of the two groups share a common structure. Specifically, a 
tautomer of the compound of formula (I) of Group I is a compound having XH (OH, SH) on the 
pyrimidine ring. Replacement of the XH with a halogen atom results in a compound of the 
formula (II) of Group VI. Therefore, the main structure, a pyrimido [4', 5', 4, 5] pyrrolo [1, 2-d] 
[1, 4] diazepine ring, is common to the compounds of both groups.
